‘Wheat: Agreement 
With Argentina 


LONDON, (Reuter)- 
000 hitch has arisen in the Bri- 
tish .Food Ministry's bulk con- 
tract for 500,00 tons of Argentine 
wheat,

contract. was arranged 
this year through official 
channels. The British Food Min- 
istry regarded the price as “free 
or board,” but the Argentine gov- 
ernment regarded it as “freé 
alongside ship.” The difference 
between the two is about 26 Ar- 
gentine pesos or almost $8 a ton. 
On—the 232,000 tons of the con- 
tract so far shipped, it amounts 
to about 6,000,000 pesos or $1, 
800,000. 

Shipping firms in Argentina 
which handle the business are 
temporarily out of pocket to this 
extent until the Argentine and 
British authorities reach agree- 
ment as to which of them is re 
sponsible for this charge. 

The price under this contract 
has never been disclosed. It is 
understood the Argentine gov- 
ernment provisionally invoices at 
400 pesos ($120) a ton, but sub- 

ject to retrospective adjustment 
in the light of higher prices ob- 
tained from other countries 

This provisional price itself 
equals $3.25 a bishel, dearer than 
North American wheat. United
